Soaring flames and a tow¬ 
ering plume of smoke 
gushed out of the Bennett 
Environmental Educational 
Centre yesterday, threaten¬ 
ing to destroy a venerable 
city building. 

Forty-five firefighters 
worked franticly to contain 
the two-alarm Cloverdale 


blaze near 97 Avenue and 94 
Street after it was called in 
shortly before noon. 

ATCO Gas officials turned 
off a gas line believed to 
have fuelled the blaze and 
fire officials were able to get 
control of the stubborn fire, 
easily visible from down¬ 
town. It was extinguished 
sometime aroimd 2:15 p.m. 

The fire threatened the 
historic Bennett School, 
built in 1912 and a favourite 


spot for field trips, according 
to the Edmonton public 
school board. The fire was 
contained in a newer wing 
of the building. 

Four adults fled the build¬ 
ing safely. They were prepar¬ 
ing for a field trip visit from 
17 junior high students, said 
Jill McCormick, a spokes¬ 
woman with the city’s fire 
department. 

A woman who lives next 
door to the building was at 


home sick from work when 
she saw the fire and called 9- 
1 - 1 . 

“It sounded like somebody 
turned on a water hose on a 
window, right beside your 
head,” said Judy Tomazews- 
ki. 

“I jinnped off the couch to 
see what was going 
on...that’s when I saw the 
flames pouring out. 

“My heart was just a go¬ 
ing, and it scares me for just 


how close the fire really was 
to our house.” 

Tomazewsld says she is 
happy the fire didn’t spread 
to the school as her family 
has connections with the old 
building. Her husband is a 
former student, she said. 

No damage estimate was 
available yesterday.

Grove. At present, the 
company is about 10 per 


cent short of drivers. 

It’s not a job for 
eveiyone. “We get new 
drivers who have never ex¬ 
perienced this. If you don’t 
have a liking or patience 
for children, otherwise it’s 
just not going to work 


out,” Durvec said. “People 
will work a week or two 
weeks and then quit 
because they just can’t 
handle the stress of the 
children.”

City councillor taps into water ban

Feverish Edmontonians 
sucked more juice than 
ever before out of the 
city's power system in the 
scorching heat wave Mon¬ 
day, causing Epcor officials 
to warn that if more lines 
aren't added to the system 
soon, residents could be 
left in the dark. 

“We believe population 
growth and the fact that 
people were using a lot of 
air conditioning were the 
biggest contributors,” said 
Epcor spokesman Tim le 
Riche. “We have been say¬ 
ing for quite some time that 
we need more transmission 
in Alberta.” 

A record 24,265 
megawatt hours of power 
were recorded in Edmon¬ 
ton Monday afternoon, 
when temperatures soared 
to 35C. Monday’s usage 
broke the previous record 
when temperatures were 
almost 70 degrees lower, 
on a freezing day in Janu- 
aiy 2007, when 23,746 
mW-h were recorded. 

“We’ve got generation, 
but it’s the wires that cany 
the power to people we 


need. There hasn’t been any 
new development of trans¬ 
mission in the area for 20 
years,” le Riche said. “These 
records are an indication 
that we could be in a situa¬ 
tion where we ask people to 
turn off the lights because 
we’re running out of power.” 

The Alberta Electric Sys¬ 
tem Operator determines 
how much strain is being 
placed on the existing elec¬ 
trical grid and plans system 
upgrades. Officials admitted 
that the grid is in need of a 
revamping. 

“We’re still tight, but 
manageable, and will be 


getting through. But we do 
need to expand the system 
to keep up with the growth 
in the future,” said AESO 
senior project director Dick 
Way. “Measures like the 
peak load on Monday are in¬ 
dicators we’re still on track 
with our forecast and we 
need to build infrastructure 
in the future.” 

Way said an underground 
addition to the transmis¬ 
sion system is being built in 
the Castledowns area to 
supply power to the down¬ 
town core, and a reinforce¬ 
ment project is underway 
near Ellerslie.

Jamaican superstar sprinter smashes world record in 200-metre race 


Usain Bolt produced 
another barely believable 
performance of dominant 
sprinting to break Michael 
Johnson's untouchable 
world record yesterday 
and add 200 metres gold 
to the 100 he won in 
record time four days ago. 

While the Jamaican 
crossed the line dancing in 
the 100 he was all business 
in his preferred race, need¬ 
ing all his lithe power to 
finish in 19.30 seconds, 
2/lOOths better than John¬ 
son’s mark. 

It made him the ninth 
man to complete the 
Ol 5 nQpic double and the 
first since Carl Lewis in 
1984, but he is the first to 
take both races with world 
records.

GAF World Gup qualifying. 
Ganada next faces Hon¬ 
duras Sept. 6 in Montreal, 
four days before travelling 
to Mexico for another quali¬ 
fier. 

Five minutes after the 
opening goal, Jamaica’s An¬ 


drew Williams cinled a cor¬ 
ner kick toward Ganada’s 
net. Ganadian keeper Pat 
Onstad couldn’t catch it 
cleanly and the ball 
bounced off his hands and 
into the net.

Preparation key in getting kids to eat right at school

Back-to-school season 
means more meals eaten 
on the move, but good 
nutrition doesn’t have to 
feel like homework at all. 

Laurie Gelman and 
Catherine Marion, co-hosts 
of The Mom Show on the 
Slice network, suggest a 
balanced diet that touches 
on all the food groups is 
important and processed 
food should be avoided 
whenever possible. 

“People eat so much 
processed food — it’s been 
the bane of 21st-centuiy 
existence,” says Gelman. 
“You wouldn’t put crappy 
gas in your car, so don’t 
put crappy food into your 
body!” 

Marion says to avoid 
cold cuts, which 
can be extremely 
high in salt and 
usually include 
large quantities of 
preservatives, and delib¬ 
erately make enough 


home-cooked meat to have 
leftovers for later. 

“Instead of cold cuts, 
take ham, roast beef or 
chicken and make extra to 
put on sandwiches,” Mari¬ 
on said. 

You don’t have to eat 
like a monk all the time, 
however. A little indul¬ 
gence, such as a piece of 
dark chocolate, can go a 
long way. 

“Don’t deprive yourself 
You don’t want to hate 
lunch,” Gelman said. 

Regardless what you eat, 
the most important thing 
is to make sure you’re not 
eating too much of it ei¬ 
ther.

a big one. Your body does¬ 
n’t realize it’s full until 20 
minutes after eating. Eat 
slowly because you’ll end 
up eating less.

To help kids keep a 
healthy eating regimen 
during the school year, 
preparation is key because 
you don’t want bad food 
choices to be easier 
and more convenient 
than good ones.

it. The best strategy is to 
have the fridge and cup¬ 
board stacked with healthy 
things like tons of fruits 
and veggies, but they have 
to be ready and prepared,” 
Marion said. 

Nutritionist Ali J. Gher- 
noff suggests getting your 
kids involved in choosing 
and preparing meals to 
maximize their enjoyment 
of good food. 

“If the kids are old 
enough get them involved 
in food preparation, from 
groceiy shopping to mak¬ 
ing their own lunch. This 
way you’re guaranteed 
they will eat because of 
their input,” Ghernoff said. 

Kids love dipping things, 
Ghernoff says, and you can 
make scrumptious, healthy 
dips by mixing vanilla yo¬ 
gurt with some cinnamon 
or combining dehydrated 
soup mix with plain yo¬ 
ghurt.

Y ou’ve got the bar¬ 
becue fired up, 
and you’re relax¬ 
ing in your gor¬ 
geous backyard 
with a drink and a couple 
of good friends. But wait — 
where are the tunes? 

Your outdoor space isn’t 
complete without music, 
but please don’t get 
mighty speakers that show 
off their heft like a Harley. 

We like good-looking, 
unobtrusive outdoor speak¬ 
ers that blend in with the 
decor — after all, these 
pieces of hardware should 
be heard but not seen. (We 
don’t like speakers on a 
table for the same reason. 
No matter how high quali¬ 
ty, they’re not a centre¬ 
piece.) 

So avoid contrasts that 
draw attention to the 
speakers. Mount them in a 
discrete location under the 
eaves; on an outdoor wall 
above a deck or patio; or 
from a porch ceiling, for 
instance. 

Algonquin speakers pro¬ 
duced by Dwight, Ont.- 
based Axiom Audio are de¬ 
signed to blend in with 
your walls, stucco or soffit 
colours. 

They come in a series of 
tough, automotive-style 
enamel finishes, namely 
Arctic White, Almond 
Bisque, Cape Cod Grey and 
Spiced Rum. 

And if these colours 
don’t match your outdoor 
walls or porch ceiling, you 
can bring in a sample of 
what you wish to match 
and the company will 
replicate it for an extra 
$59. 

When you’re positioning 
outdoor speakers, you 
should also take Mother 
Nature into account — the 


Ian Colquhoun, president 
and chief designer of Axiom 
Audio, axiomaudio.com, of¬ 
fers the following advice on 
positioning speakers to get 
the best sound: 

• Mount stereo speakers in a 
triangular pattern if possible, 
so listeners are flanked diago¬ 
nally by speakers. 

• The distance between 

devices are weatherproof, 
but where possible it 
makes sense to mount 
them somewhere that’s 
sheltered from heavy 
rains, high winds and ex¬ 
cessive snow accumula¬ 
tion. 

You’ll also want to con¬ 
sider that when you’re 
lounging outdoors, you 
won’t want to traipse in¬ 
doors to turn up the vol¬ 
ume, so remember to in¬ 
stall controls outside the 
house (i.e. in addition to 
those on the indoor stereo 
system). 

You can either put a vol¬ 
ume control box some¬ 
where on the outdoor part 
of the line, or invest in a 
remote controller, which 
lets you turn the unit on or 
off, change the volume or 
switch stations. 

Keep in mind that poor 
quality, tinny-sounding 


speakers — and between lis¬ 
teners and speakers — should 
range from eight to 15 feet. 

• Do not mount speakers fac¬ 
ing each other. 

• Do not mount the speakers 
on separate sides of the 
house — they're stereo speak¬ 
ers that are both required to 
send the full sound spectrum 
to your ears. 

speakers can ruin the 
whole appeal of listening 
to music while sitting on 
the deck or porch. 

If you’re not sure about 
the quality of the sound, 
simply listen and compare 
them with other speakers. 
Do you hear a range of 
sounds from the deepest 
bass to the highest fre¬ 
quencies? Are you hearing 
crystal clear sounds that 
sound true to life, or a 
muddled reproduction? 
Your ears will let you 
know. 

Budget is also an issue. 
You can get a set of speak¬ 
ers for $100, but 
Colquhoun thinks it is 
“pretty close to impossible 
to get good sound” out of 
speakers in this price 
range.

Timeless Heirloom tomatoes 



Locally grown field tomatoes remind us what tomatoes are sup¬ 
posed to taste like. 



The buzz is all about Heir¬ 
loom tomatoes. Found in 
farmers’ markets and 
roadside farm stands, they 
come in a range of colours 
(red, brown, yellow, 
purple, white and bi¬ 
coloured), texture and size 
(from pea size to quite 
large). Heirloom 
tomatoes are from seeds 
carefully preserved and 
passed down over 
decades, keeping their 
character and flavour 
intact. Heirloom or not, 
locally grown field toma¬ 


toes remind us what 
tomatoes are supposed to 
taste like. As a kid, the 
first ripe tomatoes of the 
season would be sliced, 
slathered with 
mayonnaise and put 
between two slices of 
squishy white bread. (It 
was about the tomato, not 
the bread.) My tastes are 
now somewhat more 
sophisticated as I devour 
bruschetta while 
tomatoes are in season. 

Bruschetta 

Is so easy it doesn’t real¬ 
ly need a recipe but here 
are a few tips to pass 
along. Have fabulously 
flavoured ripe tomatoes, 
good quality olive oil, good 
bread and fresh basil. I also 
like to soften garlic in the 
microwave for a few sec¬ 
onds to take off the raw 


edge. 

METHOD: 

Dice 2 to 3 (depending 
on size) ripe tomatoes and 
place in a colander. Sprin¬ 
kle lightly but evenly with 
salt and let drain in sink 
for 15 to 20 minutes. Gen¬ 
tly stir occasionally. 

Meanwhile, slice good 
quality ciabatta or other 
rustic artisan bread and 
grill until toasted on both 
sides. Rub one side with 
sliced raw garlic and cut in¬ 
to manageable sizes. 

Mince fresh garlic (1 
clove to 2 to 3 tomatoes) 
and place in small mi- 
crowaveable bowl. Add 2 
to 3 tbsp (30 to 60 mL) 
good quality extra virgin 
olive oil. Microwave 20 to 
30 seconds — do not boil 
(about 10 seconds/tbsp oil). 
Transfer tomatoes to a 
bowl. Add oil and garlic. 


chopped fresh basil (about 
1 tbsp/15 mL per tomato) 
and salt and pepper to 
taste. Top bread with toma¬ 
to mixture and serve im¬ 
mediately. 


Tips: 

• There are hundreds of 
varieties of tomatoes from 
tiny currant, cheriy, grape 
tomatoes to large beef¬ 
steak that can weigh up to 


a kg. The larger tomatoes 
can be categorized into 
three main types: 

Rotmd (slicing/table) are 
medium-sized, globe- 
shaped that are ideal for 
eating raw. 

Roma or Plum are plum¬ 
shaped, thicker-fleshed 
and less juicy than the 
Round variety. These are a 
good choice for preserv¬ 
ing, sauces and cooking. 

Beefsteak are large juicy 
tomatoes good for slicing 
into salads and sandwich¬ 
es. 

• Good for you: One 
medium tomato has 25 
calories and is a very good 
source of flbre. Vitamin A, 
Vitamin G, Vitamin K, 
potassium and manganese.

• 115g (4oz) rolled oats 

• 115g (4oz) unrefined 
light brown sugar, lightly 
packed 

• 60g (2oz) dried, unsweet¬ 
ened, dessicated coconut 

• 60g (2oz) bittersweet or 
semisweet chocolate chips 

• 85g (3oz) unsalted 
butter, melted and cooled 
to room temperature 

• 1 large egg, lightly beat¬ 
en 

• 1/4 tsp natural vanilla ex¬ 
tract 

METHOD: 

Preheat the oven to 
180°G (350°F/Gas 4). Light¬ 


ly oil an 8in (20cm) square 
baking tin and set aside. 

Sift the flour, baking 
powder, and salt into a 
mixing bowl. Stir in the 
oats, brown sugar, co¬ 
conut, and chocolate 
chips. Stir together the 
melted butter, egg, and 
vanilla, then add to the 
flour mixture and stir just 
until blended. 

Avoid mixing more than 
needed. Transfer to the 
prepared pan and level the 
surface. 

Bake until slightly risen, 
golden, and just firm to 
the touch, about 25 min¬ 
utes. Put the tin on a rack 
and let cool before cutting 
into triangular or rectan¬ 
gular bars or squares.

NOTHING TO SEE HERE, PEO¬ 
PLE: The year in TV began 
in crisis with the writers’ 
strike, so it’s somehow ap¬ 
propriate that crisis — 
troubling rumours, sudden 
cast and setting changes, 
stories of battles on set 
and in the writers’ room — 
are mostly what we’re 
hearing from the handful 
of new shows currently in 
development and no small 
number of old ones. 

It’s a weird sort of win- 
win for the networks — 
they’re getting press for 
their new shows without 
having to show anyone a 
minute of footage that 
would confirm or deny the 
anticipated monster suck- 
age about to break over us 
with the first chill of fall. 

Besides the misbegotten 
Life On Mars, the resuscita¬ 
tion of Beverly Hills 90210 


has been a constant source 
of dismal rumour, which 
has been all that anyone 
has to go by, especially 
since the CW network’s 
announcement earlier this 
week that, contraiy to usu¬ 
al practice, it would not be 
previewing any of the new 
shows to critics in advance 
of its September premiere. 

“We’re not hiding any¬ 
thing,” read the press re¬ 
lease. “Simply keeping a 
lid on 90210 until 9.02, rid¬ 
ing the curiosity and antic¬ 
ipation into premiere 
night, and letting all our 
constituents see it at the 
same time.” 

Roger Gatlin, TV critic 
for the Hartford Courant, 
has his nose out of joint 
about this: “This year, us¬ 
ing the excuse of the writ¬ 
ers’ strike, only CBS sent 
out a substantial number 
of their fall pilots,” he 
wrote upon hearing of the 
90210 embargo. 

“Fox has been eking 
them out slowly. But 
there’s been nothing from 
ABC but a second season 
opener for Private Practice, 
nothing from the CW and 


nothing from NBC (who 
added to the insult by 
showing the season pre¬ 
miere of Heroes at Comic 
Con but not at TV critics 
press tour the week be¬ 
fore.” 

With the deadline on fall 
preview pieces looming, 
Gatlin and many other TV 


critics are feeling anxious, 
having nothing to write 
about from the big four 
networks. 

This critic, of course, 
feels no such anxiety — I 
see no reason to abandon 
standard practice of ignor¬ 
ing most of the new shows 
until at least one of them 


starts getting a bit of view¬ 
er traction, upon which I’ll 
download what I’ve missed 
from the Internet and 
write something that’ll 
simply glow with brilliant 
hindsight. 

Gatlin, on the other 
hand, seems miffed at 
what feels like a broken 


< covenant between the net- 
I works and their attendant 
I media: “The networks' 
I growing contempt for the 
^ press translates into con- 
I tempt for the consumers 
S of the press — the public 
I — who are looking for 
° guidance through the usu¬ 
al thicket of new fall offer¬ 
ings each year.” 

To that end, he made a 
solemn pledge in his col¬ 
umn yesterday to ignore 
90210 in kind until he has 
something to actually 
watch. 

This critic will go one 
step further, and pledge to 
extend my informal policy 
of ignoring a show that I 
had no interest in during 
its original incarnation to 
any and all further install¬ 
ments of the 90210 saga, at 
least until something real¬ 
ly stupid happens and I 
have a perfect joke for the 
occasion. 

Until then, I pledge that 
this column will remain 
90210-free.
